This plan will have to be accepted by all agency executives and
approved by the Commission on I nformation M anagement prior to expenditure of any fundsassociated withtheexpansion
of the current disaster recovery system. Computer Services should resubmit its request for expansion of the disaster
recovery system to the Joint Budget Committee once the business plan has been approved by the Commission on
Information Management.

Department of Personnel, Colorado Information Technology Services, Application Services, Reinvestment Reserve --
It is the intent of the General Assembly that a reinvestment reserve be continued to support the objectives outlined in



Application Services project performance plan. The reinvestment reserve shall be funded from a roll-forward of 65.0
percent of thetotal fundsavailableto Application Servicesat the close of FY 1998-99, and may be used for any purpose
other than funding additional FTE. Any funds in the reinvestment reserve which were unexpended at the end of FY
1998-99 shall be allowed to roll-forward to FY 1999-2000. The General Assembly requests that Application Services
submit areport on planned expendituresto the Joint Budget Committee prior to the expenditure of fundsfromthereserve.
